Recommendation by the Fulton County 
Grand Jury that Paul Cadenhead be ap- 
pointed the governor’s agent “to ferret 
out the truth” about corruption in state 
affairs gives the governor an oppor- 
tunity to follow through in his deter- 
mined attack on dishonesty in govern- 
ment. 

In view of results Cadenhead has ob- 
tained to date as a special county prose- 
cutor,.the governor would. do well to 
heed the recommendation unless there 
are legal bars to prevent it. As a special 
state investigator, independent of po- 
litical or other influence, he could ac- 
complish much, 

Taking a look at the Georgia press, 
it would be a popular move. State news- 
papers almost unanimously have ap- 
proved efforts of Fulton County to “ferret 
out the truth” and insist the work of 
Cadenhead be continued. 

Latest results of that work were in- 
dictments Friday of four persons in the. 
State Purchasing Department scandal. 

Cadenhead and his assistants have 
amassed. a great deal of information 
which can be put to good use in con- 
tinuing the probe. As the jury points 
out, it would be difficult to transfer this 
information to a new investigating team. 
Ite members also are right in declaring 
that counties should not be charged with 
responsibility of overseeing operations of 
all departments of state government. 

We hope the way can be cleared for 
continuing Cadenhead’s valuable work. 
As the jury says, investigations should 
be continued. 

The jurors made a number of other 
constructive suggestions. They recom- 
mended studies to determine whether a 
better system of accounting and. audit- 
ing might insure greater security for 
the state, “independent surprise audits” 
and a review of bonding practices for 
state employes. 

The governor was urged to sign into 
law a bill permitting extension of time 
a grand jury may be held in séssion to 
complete unfinished investigations it may 
have started. A number of juries pre- 
viously have recommended such exten- 

ion of time. The governor has not signed 
he bill becatise of questions as to its 
legality. 

Once more the jury recommended 
passage of an adequate auto title law and 
legislation requiring arresting officers to 
fingerprint arrested persons for forward- 
ing to thet GBI for distribution to all 

state law enforcement agencies. 

We commend these jurors for a con- 
structive job. We hope the governor can 
find a way to continue the work of in- 
vestigator Paul Cadenhead. Public opin- 
ion would support such a move. ‘The 
whole state, as the jury says, has been 
the beneficiary.

Nation Owes a Debt 
To Ground Observers 


Inactivation of the Ground Observer 
Corps on Jan. 31 terminated the long- 
est continuous service in peacetime by 
civilian volunteers in support of national 
security. Thousands of these volunteers, 
including hundreds of Atlantans and 
Georgians, have given millions of hours 
of their time to civil defense. 

Completion of radar nets and other 
types of detection has made work of the 
corps no.longer necessary. But that does 
not make our gratitude less nor end the 


_need for continued cooperation in other 


civil defense programs. 

Civil defense continues to be a ne- 
cessity in the total security program. 
Planning on the national level calls fof a 
strong nucleus of professionally trained 
workers aided by volunteer groups in tar- 
get and evacuation areas. Federal grants 
to states depend upon the states’ match- 
ing of funds for workable programs ap- 
proved by the Office of Civil and Defense 
Mobilization. 

With this federal assistance, states 
and their political subdivisions are ex- 
pected to develop a non-military defense 
to meet the needs of an emergency. The 
extent of federal assistance is determined 
by the extent of state and local partici- 
pation. 

Georgia at present is putting into ef- 
fect its state plan. It deserves full im- 
plementation by state and local govern- 
merits. While it must be directed by pro- 
fessionally qualified personnel, the role 
of the volunteer under professional guid- 
ance will remain great. 

In saluting the Ground Observer 
Corps on a job well done, we need to be 
reminded that the task of civil defense 
is far from over and that the age of mis- 
siles greatly has increased the threat to 
civilian populations.

He didn’t “beat” his dogs any 


more than Mama ‘“‘beat” us. “‘It 


is a question of getting their at- 
tention,” he said. “The ‘easiest 
way to get the full attention of a 
child or a puppy is with a sharp 
crack across the bustle.” 


He also explained that the child 
and the dog begin to associate 
certain misdeeds with an imme- 
diate unpleasant sensation. 


I myself found the instrument 
of our immediate unpleasant sen- 
sation at the age of 4 in the back 
yard at DonelSon. It was a sew- 
ing machine belt, and it has hung 
in our bathroom ever since! 


If you've never had your share 


of this type of discipline, you don’t 


know what you're missing. But 
you'll still find that you cannot 
arrive at the teen-age threshold 
without gaining a certain idea of 
what is socially acceptable. Your 
parents may have used other 
methods than spanking. They 
may not have bothered at all. But 
if they didn’t, someone else did: 
A teacher, a policeman, the 
neighbors. 


The question is, did it take? 
IT WORKED 


Spanking worked wonders in 
my case. In Donelson I am still 
remembered as ‘“‘the little boy 
Mrs. Boone had to take out every 
Sunday,” while in Nashville, 
Tenn., where we moved when I 
was 6, I am ‘“‘that little boy who 
was such a little gentleman in 
the front row.” Took six years, 
but it worked! 


This brings us back to the point 
of when and how we approach 
consciousness of our teen-age 
years, By that time most of us 
have picked up a pretty good idea 
of right and wrong conduct. But 
one day when we're 11, or 12, or 
13, we begin to ask those other 


questions: Who am I? What is 
my purpose in life?
